you to improve your game, and 
increase your pleasure.) 
What is the trouble? Why is it, 
that I don’t score better than I 
do?This is a question most fre­ 
quently asked. During a playing 
lesson I endeavor to show how to 
score, even though the player 
does not have the perfected 
swing, and only the average 
handicap. 
First, I really believe players 
do not realize the importance of 
the many shots that are essential 
to low scoring. Right here on the 
desert course, the first tee shot 
should be the intentional hook. 
This shot should be played with 
a closed face. 
Well, how can I close the face 
of the club? First, turn both 
hands a little more to the right 
shoulder, place the right foot 
back, thus giving the 
closed 
stance. To raise the left shoulder 
at least two inches has a tenden­ 
cy to make the swing well inside 
the ball, and last, let the right 
hand roll over at the impact. If 
you are unable to play a hook, 
these suggestions put into prac­ 
tice will lower your score consid­ 
erably. 
In a round of golf, the low scor­ 
er plays many different shots. 
For instance, the opposite to the 
closed face, namely, the open­ 
faced shot.

THE SIDEWINDER 
Of all the animals which in­ 
habit the desert, none 
arouse 
more interest or more fear than 
the rattlesnakes, and here in the 
Palm Springs area, it is a small 
rattler, the sidewinder, w h i c h 
intrigues the visitor. The side­ 
winder, which also occurs in Nev­ 
ada, Utah, Arizona and Mexico, is 
rarely over two feet in length, 
and because of its blending gray 
brown pattern, is exceedingly dif­ 
ficult to distinguish from its back 
ground unless it moves or rattles. 
It differs from all other rattle­ 
snakes in that the scales over the 
eyes are greatly elongated and 
pointed, forming two prominent 
“horns.” This explains the Com­ 
mon name “Horned Rattler” and 
the scientific name, Crotalus cer­ 
astes, which is Greek for “rattler 
bearing horns.” 
Like the wood rat, the side 
winder is mainly nocturnal 
in 
habits, searching for its prey aft­ 
er night has fallen. No rattler can 
withstand direct sunlight; a side­ 
winder will succumb in less than 
ten minutes if exposed to the hot 
sun! It is said the sun’s rays 
coagulate the snake’s blood, thus 
causing its death. The food of the 
sidewinder is different in that it 
feeds mainly on lizards, whereas 
other rattlesnakes feed almost en­ 
tirely upon warm-blooded 
ani­ 
mals, and only rarely upon liz­ 
ards. That is why a sidewinder 
cannot be kept in the same cage 
w ith captive lizards. 
Rattle Warns 
The rattle of the sidewinder is 
often misunderstood. Its purpose 
is to ward off danger. Dr. Klauber 
of San Diego believes the rattle 
was evolved solely as a protection 
to the snake itself from the great 
hordes of bison which over-ran 
the great plains area. By means 
of the rattle, the snake was able 
to startle the bison and to keep 
it from stepping on him, for the 
poison of the rattler is not fatal to 
such a large beast. A rattler never 
wastes venom if he can avoid it. 
The rattle is never used as a 
mating 
device 
and 
never 
to 
“charm ” its prey. In the case of 
Man, the rattle has proved harm ­ 
ful to the snake, but it must be 
remembered that this 
warning 
signal was perfected by Mother 
N ature long before Man ever set 
foot on this continent, and rat­ 
tlesnakes occur only in the Amer­ 
icas. Another erroneous belief is 
that a new rattle is added each 
year and that by counting the 
number of rattles, the age of the 
snake can be determined. This is 
untrue. The snake adds a new rat­ 
tle each time it sheds its skin, and 
it may moult its skin from three 
to six times each year. 
The sidewinder has developed 
a notoriety of being the m o s t 
poisonous of all rattlers, but this, 
too, is wrong. Its poison is quite 
powerful, true, but 
since 
the 
snake is so small in size, only a 
small quantity of the venom can 
be injected at any one time. It 
is the least poisonous of desert 
rattlers, but nevertheless v e r y 
dangerous and should be avoided. 
The moment a rattlesnake is bom, 
he is capable of biting fatally. 
Moves Sideways 
In locomotion the sidewinder 
is also unique among rattlers, for 
instead of moving forward, it pro­ 
gresses laterally by 
means 
of 
looping. The head is held to the 
sand and the body thrown to the 
side in a loop, after which the 
head is moved again. Thus the 
popular name “sidewinder.” 
The young of rattlesnakes are 
born alive in the autumn, and the 
average litter numbers about ten. 
During the w inter the 
side­ 
winder usually hibernates in rock 
crevices or sand, 
emerging 
in 
early spring for mating. It is dur­ 
ing this spring m ating season that 
rattlers are most 
often 
seen 
abroad during the day. The old 
adage that rattlers travel in pairs 
is wrong. During summer rattlers 
may only be seen commonly aft­ 
er dark. 
A sidewinder will strike h i s 
prey but will not hold on. 
He 
will wait a short time and then 
begin to track the victim down, 
smelling out its trail with 
h is 
tongue. The black forked tongue 
is essentially an organ of smell 
and perhaps also hearing, but not 
a sting. When a snake protrudes 
its tongue, it is doing what a dog 
does when he sniffs the air. The 
eyesight of snakes is poor, as is 
also their sense of hearing. The 
so-called pits of the rattler are 


probably used for hearing, to sup­ 
plement the ears which have no 
external openings. The fangs are 
two very long 
hollow 
curved 
teeth, 
similar 
to 
hypodermic 
needles, and when not in use they 
are folded up against the roof of 
the mouth. They may be lowered 
into position at will, and each 
fang moves independently of the 
other. If broken off, within a few 
weeks another fang will form, but 
they are replaced naturally 
at 
regular periods even if unbroken. 
The venom sacs, which lie be­ 
hind the eyes, eject the poison 
through the hollow fangs into the 
wound. These sacs, if emptied, 
can be replenished within 
two 
weeks in the wild. 
If bitten, one should remain 
calm, suck the wound, cause it to 
bleed freely, and get to a doctor 
quickly; never execise too much 
or drink alcohol. 
Rattlers can bite without coil­ 
ing, and even with coiling, they 
cannot strike more than three- 
fourths their length, at the most. 
A rattler does not always rattle 
his warning before striking, eith­ 
er. They are just as much afraid 
of you as you are of them. Leave 
them alone and they’ll flee from 
you. Tales of rattlers chasing one 
are unfounded. 
The rattler is 
beneficial in feeding upon harm ­ 
ful rats, mice, and squirrels, but 
if they occur near human habita­ 
tions, they cannot be allowed to 
survive, without risk. 
Enemies of rattlers, beside man, 
are birds and other snakes. The 
king snake is reknown for a killer 
of rattlers, but he does not just 
search around, ever on the look­ 
out for one. If he chances upon 
a rattler, he will eat it, but other 
snakes form most of his diet. 
During the spring and summer 


months, appreciate your 
desert, 
but be ever watchful for its lit­ 
tle 
guardian, 
the 
sidewinder. 
Leave him alone and he won’t 
harm you.

and intelligence, a place in life. 
People who have been the build­ 
ers and actual structure of our 
nation; mining engineers, bank­ 
ers, construction engineers, fa­ 
mous doctors, one internationally 
known 
psychiatrist, 
musicians, 
lawyers, 
artists, 
famous 
steel 
manufacturers, retired army and 
navy people. These are the real 
home owners and dwellers in the 
real hotels and apartments.

WORLD WITHOUT FAITH 


Recently a little girl, homesick and afraid, and 
the president of one of the world’s great universi 
ties expressed themselves on the same subject. 
The educator, Robert Gordon Sproul of the Lni 
versity of California, announced that greater 
stress will be placed upon courses in the field of re­ 
ligion from now on. A paramount need of society, 
he stated, is the courage and the faith in pure 
ideals that the great religions offer mankind; and 
therefore men and women who plan to make ca­ 
reers of religious service are undertaking a profes­ 
sion of profound moment to this disillusioned gen­ 
eration. 
The little girl, moved to the country for safety 
from the terrors of bomb-wracked London, was 
overheard in her bedtime prayer. She had heard 
her parents and other adults speak of dependence 
upon God to save England. To her child mind, the 
bombs that filled the sky must endanger everything 
in it—heaven and God—as well as everything be­ 
neath. And in the prayer that gave bruised Britain 
a wan smile, she said: “Please protect Daddy and 
Mummy from those Germany bombs. And do, dear 
God, take good care of yourself—because if any­ 
thing happens to you, we’re all sunk.” 
Against a rising orgy of materialism and injus­ 
tice by force, a world without faith in something 
divine and deathless would indeed seem lost be­ 
yond hope to all men, to the great and humble, the 
wise and simple—to university savant as well as to 
homesick, frightened little girl. 


INDUSTRY CAN DO THE JOB 
In commenting editorially on the results of the 
election, the New Republic, a liberal weekly which 
has been and is a strong supporter of the admin­ 
istration, said: “It surely cannot be said that the 
people who voted for Mr. Roosevelt gave him a ref­ 
erendum mandate for every one of a whole series 
of specific domestic policies, or that those who vot­ 
ed against him were all opposed to each one of 
those policies. If anything like this were true, the 
hope for Amreiean unity in these times would be 
dim, for . .. it would be dangerous for slightly more 
than half the people to try to govern the other part 
in a way that the latter bitterly resented.” 
Few voters were 100 percent in favor of every­ 
thing for which either of the candidates stood. 
.Neither of them represented perfection. It was a 
choice between two men who were largely in agree­ 
ment on some of our most pressing problems. It is 
unquestionably true that millions of citizens found 
it extremely difficult to make their choice, and that, 
in making it. they still found much that was good 
in the candidate they voted against. 
In almost all quarters, there is the feeling that, 
for the time being at least, the more extreme of our 
recent governmental “reforms” must be shelved. 
There is the feeling that a real military defense 
can be achieved only by aggressive, productive, pri­ 
vate industry, working with friendly and under- 
Btanding government officials, and under a friend­ 
ly and understanding government policy. 
It is most significant that in picking a defense 
commission, the President found it necessaiy and 
desirable to call to the White House business men 
who are producers rather than theorists- 


UNITY, OUR DEFENSE 
The strength and security of our nation depends 
on national unity. 
There is no room in this country now for nar­ 
row partisanship, for class hatred, for exploiting 
old grudges and differences. But unity must be 
more than a slogan, more than a vague and appeal­ 
ing word. It can be achieved only by action. 
Unity calls for fair dealing between industry 
and labor, for a policy that neither favors nor 
penalizes either side. It calls for an attitude on the 
part of both labor leaders and industrial managers 
that will make possible frank and honest arbitra­ 
tion, with each understanding the problems of the 
other. The nation cannot afford exploiters now 
the industrialist who would grind down labor, or 
the labor leader who would disrupt industry to gain 
his ends. 
. 
. 
Unity calls for a government policy of honest 
cooperation with all industry. The need of the hour 
is production—and still more production, in the 
interest of our ordinary needs no less than in the 
interest of our extraordinary defense program. 
Unity calls for a tax and spending policy which 
will get maximum results in the 
least 
possible 
length of time with minimum waste. 
We can have unity. We must have it, if we are 
to survive as a free people.

cnce were flabbergasted no little.

Colegate that the city could ac­ 
cept such gifts, did so with thanks 
to Hicks. As Mayor Boyd phrased 
it. he had made a “very generous 
offer.” 
Action Praised 
The voluntary reduction in fire 
plug rates, which Hicks explain­ 
ed he was sure the Railroad Com­ 
mission would okay, and which 
will be continued indefinitely, he 
felt, 
drew 
from 
Councilman 
Pershing a hearty, “Very fine,” 
and from Councilman Shannon. 
‘Just like Alvah Hicks." 
The 
council 
approved 
Fire 
Chief Bill Leonesio’s detailed and 
excellent report on the fire plug 
system and voted his recommen­ 
dation of an increase of 27 plugs. 
This will place virtually every 
improved property in the 
city 
finally within easy fire hose dis­ 
tance of a plug. 
A resolution was adopted call­ 
ing for the advertising of bids 
for the necessary equipment. Bids 
will be opened December 18. the 
date set for the next council meet­ 
ing. 
Use Restricted 
Councilman Sorum, 
chairman 
of the public safety committee, 
recommended necessary legisla­ 
tion be enacted restricting use of 
the alley between Safeway store 
and the Palm Springs Date Mar­ 
ket to entrance only. Other coun- 
cilmen concurred and action was 
referred to the city attorney. 
Sorum also brought up the mat­ 
ter of the "dangerous condition" 
of the walk just south of Safe­ 
way. Here there is a small un­ 
paved spot which is below level 
of rem ainder of the walk. Jerry 
Sanborn, street superintendent, 
was asked to see that this as well 
as other troublesome condition at 
a point on Indian avenue be rem­ 
edied. 
The council acceeded to Coun­ 
cilman Pershing’s request for the 
addition of one helper 
in 
the 
street departm ent to work until 
Christmas. 
Condition Still Bad 
Pershing also declared the rub­ 
bish and garbage situation 
in 
town remains "pretty bad.” He 
said many properties were clut­ 
tered up with waste materials ly­ 
ing about in unsightly and un­ 
sanitary manner. He asked that 
the police department be asked 
to intervene. Sorum reported that 
the departm ent already has taken 
action in the cases of “three most 
flagrant violations.” 
After second reading, the coun­ 
cil approved by resolution 
the 
city planning commission’s rec­ 
ommendations regarding rezoning 
of the Ostrander property 
and 
that of Pearl and Austin McMan­ 
us on Amado road near the golf 
course entrance. 
Still In the Air 
That important problem of new 
police radio equipment came up 
again and once more was not set­ 
tled. It appeared members of the 
committee had not been able to 
get together for thorough consid­ 
eration and discussion 
of 
the 
problem. 
Furtherm ore 
a representative 
from the firm of Pearson-Delane, 
expected to be there, was n o t 
when the m atter came up. 
He 
arrived later, however, and was 
able to sit in with members of 
the committee when they held a 
special session after the council 
meeting. A representative of the 
RCA concern, the other bidder on 
the equipment, was at the meet­ 
ing also. It is expected the matter 
will be settled definitely at the 
next council meeting. 
The council found no occasion 
to protest transfer of three local 
liquor licenses. They were those 
of Lily Goff to Mark Williamson; 
of Adolph Alleghrini and Thomas 
Luke to Mrs. Alleghrini 
and 
Luke; of William Penland 
to 
Guiliano Pilicchi. 
Insuring availability of such la­ 
bor in case it is needed, the coun­ 
cil voted in accord with a request 
from federal authorities and vot­ 
ed to ask reinstatement of the 
local SRA project. 
M atter of dog licensing 
w a s 
brought before the council by 
Nathan Basson, city health offi­ 
cer, who pointed to the fact there 
were numerous cases of rabies in 
other parts of the county. After 
some discussion, the m atter was 
tabled when Councilman Cliffton 
said he was informed action was 
on foot to make the city pound a 
self-sustaining reality. 
A trio of members from a sub­ 
committee of the state oil con 
cerns association, headed by R. E. 
Larson, appeared before the coun­ 
cil to ask various amendments to 
the sign ordinance. They were in­ 
formed their requests were under 
consideration. Mayor Boyd furth­ 
er pointed out that there must be 
a “same ordinance for every busi­ 
ness in the town.”
